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REPORT. 





HEREWITH is submitted the Report regarding the Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in Scotland during the year ending 31st December 
1905. Fuller information regarding those births, deaths, and marriages 
will be given in the Fifty-first Detailed Annual Report, which will be sub- 
mitted at a later date, 

There is also submitted the Annual Report on Vaccination; in it is 
contained information regarding the administration of the Vaccination 
(Scotland) Act, 1863, more especially regarding vaccination of children 
born in Scotland during the year ending 31st December 1904. 


I.— BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES m SCOTLAND. 
POPULATION. 


The population in Scotland at the middle of the year 1905 is estimated 
to be 4,676,603, of whom 2,280,085 are males, and 2,396,518 are females. 
The corresponding figures for the year 1904 were 4,627,656, 2,254,607, and 
2,373,049. ‘The increase of the estimate, namely 48,947, of which 25,478 
is an increase of the male population and 23,469 an increase of the female 
population, is based on the annual rate of increase observed during the last 
intercensal period. The excess of births over deaths during the year was 
06,805. The difference between that figure and the estimated increase of 
population, 48,947, may be taken as approximately representing the effect 
of immigration and emigration. ie 

Of the total population, 2,094,916, or 44°8 per cent., live in the 
Principal Town Districts; 606,613, or 13:0 per cent., in the Large Town 
Districts; 940,265, or 20-1 per cent., in the Small Town Districts; 920,884, 
or 19°7 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural Districts; and 113,925, or 2°4 
per cent., in the Insular-Rural Districts. The estimated population of the 
Principal Town Districts for this year is 33,620 more than it was for 1904; 
that of the Large Town Districts 5048 more; that of the Small Town 
Districts 9672 more; and that of the Mainland-Rural Districts 1247 more; 
while the estimate of the population in the Insular-Rural Districts is 640 
less for this year than for the previous year. The estimated population of 
these groups of registration districts has been adjusted to allow for some 
rearrangement of registration districts, a portion of Ayrshire having been 
removed from the urban groups to the mainland-rural: group. 


BIRTHS, 


- The number of births registered in Scotland during the year 1905 was 
131,381. This is 1189 fewer than the number of births registered in the 
previous year, is less than the number registered in any one of the previous 


- 
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five years, and is 1010 less than the mean of the number of births 
registered annually during the last five years. The births registered in the 
Principal Town Districts numbered 60,498, in the Large Town Districts 
18,454, in the Small Town Districts 27,157, in the Mainland- Rural 
Districts 22,909, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 2363. Compared to 
the returns of the previous year the births in the Principal Town Districts 
are 300, or 0°49 per cent., fewer; in the Large Town Districts 160, or 0°86

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tion districts, but the declines are relatively greatest in the Mainland and 
Insular-Rural Districts. 

The birth-rate for the year amounts to 28093 per thousand of the 
estimated population. This is the smallest birth-rate yet recorded for 
Scotland for any year since the commencement of these reports ; it is 0°54 
less than that for 1904, which was the previous smallest on record. From 
1857 to 1879 the birth-rate for Scotland was more than 34 per thousand ; 
from 1880 to 1893 it ranged between 30 and 34; since 1893 it has only 
three times been more than 30, it has seven times been between 29 and 30, 
and only twice, this year and last year, been below 29. 

The birth-rate for the year in the groups of registration districts 
ranged from 30°4 in the Large Town Districts to 20°7 in the Insular-Rural 
Districts. In the Principal Town Districts it was 28-9; in the Small Town 
Districts 28-9; and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 24-9. In each of these 
groups of registration districts it is less than in the previous year; in the 
Principal Town Districts it is 0°6 less, in the Large Town Districts 0°5 less, 
in the Small Town Districts 0:5 less, in the Mainland-Rural Districts 0°6 
less, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 0°4 less. Thus, not only has the

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actual number of children born in each group of registration districts been 
abnormally low this year, but the birth-rates in each of the groups has 
also been low. 

Of the 131,381 births registered in Scotland during the year, 2385 


were registered in the Northern Division of counties ; 3458 in the North- 


Western; 12,931 in the North-Eastern; 17,331 in the East-Midland ; 
10,213 in the West-Midland ; 62,601 in the South-Western ; 18,004 in the 
South-Hastern ; and 4463 in the Southern. In the Northern and in the 
Southern Division the number of births is more than in the previous year, 
in all the other divisions it is less. The birth-rate in the divisions of the 
counties ranged from 31:3 in the South-Western, to 21:4 in the North- 
Western. In the West-Midland it was 27:5; in the North-Eastern, 27:4 ; 
in the South-Eastern, 26°71; in the Hast-Midland, 25°5; in the Southern, 
23°6; and in the Northern, 21°7. In the Northern Division and in the 
Southern Division the birth-rate is somewhat higher than in the previous 
year; in all the remaining divisions it is less than in that year. 

Of the 131,381 living children born during the year, 8684, or 6°6 per 
cent., were illegitimate. This number is 118 more than that registered 
during the previous year, and 389 more than in 1903. From 1866 to 
1903 the number of illegitimate births annually registered showed a steady 
decline year by year, falling from 11,673 in 1866 to 8295 in 1903, but 
since that minimum was reached the annual number has increased, being 
8566 in 1904 and 8684 in 1905. The percentage of births registered 
as illegitimate is also higher this year than what it has been for several 
years past, it is 0°15 more than in 1904, 0°40 more than in 1903, 0°33 
more than in 1902, 0:29 more than in 1901, 0°12 more than in 1900, and 
also 0°12 more than in 1899. The proportion of births to be illegitimate 
was a steadily diminishing quantity from 1866 to 1903, but since then has 
been increasing ; in 1903 it was 6°21 per cent., in 1904 6°46 per cent., and 
is now 661 per cent. In the groups of registration districts this 
illegitimacy rate ranged from 8°8 in the Mainland-Rural Districts to 4°7 
in the Insular-Rural Districts. In the Principal Town Districts it was 6°5; 
in the Small Town Districts 6:0; and in the Large Town Districts 5:4. 

The relative frequency of illegitimate births in the counties during the 
year ranged from 13°3 per cent. of the total births in Banff, 12°83 per cent. 
in Wigtown, 11:7 in Aberdeen, and 11°6 in Kirkcudbright, to 3:7 per 
cent. in Kinross, 3°8 per cent. in Dumbarton, 4°1 per cent. in Renfrew, and 
4-4. in Stirling. In 8 counties, namely, Caithness, Nairn, Elgin, Banff, 
Aberdeen, Dumfries, Kirkcudbright, and Wigtown, this illegitimate rate 
was more than 10 per cent.; in 9 counties, namely, Orkney, Ross and 
Cromarty, Fife, Kinross, Clackmannan, Stirling, Dumbarton, Renfrew, and 
Linlithgow, it was less than 5 per cent.; while in the remaining 16 
counties it was between 5 and 10 per cent. In the previous year in 
10 counties this rate was over 10 per cent., in 14 between 5 and 1U per 
cent.,and in 9 it was less than 5 per cent. In 17 counties the illegitimate 
rate this year is higher than what it was last year, in 15 counties it is less, 
in 1 county it is the same as last year. The largest increases are found to 
_be in Banff, Haddington, and Kirkcudbright. 

Of the 131,381 births registered during the year, 66,763 were male 
children, and 64,618 female children. The proportion of living male 
children born during the year to female children was 103°3 males to 100 
females. In 1904 the proportion was 104°7 males to 100 females. 

The average number of births registered daily during the year was 
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360. This average was greatest in May, 406, and least in November, 328. 
In June it was 892; in July, 374; in March, 373; in April, 371; in 
August, 857; in January, 347; in September, 347; in February, 346; in 
October, 345; and in December, 333. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Scotland during the year 1905 
was 74,526, a number which is 3435 less than that of the previous year, 
and less than the numbered registered in any year since 1896. Of these 
deaths, 34,984 were registered in the Principal Town Districts; 9879 in 
the Large Town Districts; 14,060 in the Small Town Districts; 13,814 in 
the Midland-Rural Districts; and 1789 in the Insular-Rural Districts. 
Compared to the previous year’s returns the deaths in the Principal Town 
Districts are 2048 fewer; those in the Large Town Districts 519 fewer; 
those in the Small Town Districts 481 fewer; those in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts 444 fewer; but those in the Insular-Rural Districts are 57 more. 

The death-rate for the year per thousand of the estimated population 
is 15-936. This is the smallest death-rate recorded for any year since this 
office was established. The previous lowest death-rate was in 1903, when 
it was 16°597, but the death-rate for this year is 0°661 less than that. The

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death-rate for this year is 0°911 less than that for the previous year, and 
1°834 less than the mean of the death-rates of the last ten years. The 
death-rate for the year in the Principal Town Districts was 16°7; in the 
Large Town Districts 16°3; in the Small Town Districts 15:0; in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 15:0; and in the Insular-Rural Districts 15-7. 
Compared to the returns of the previous year this rate in the Principal 
Town Districts is 1:3 less; in the Large Town Districts 1:0 less; in the 
Small Town Districts 0°6 less; in the Mainland-Rural Districts 0°5 less ; 
but in the Insular-Rural Districts 0°6 more. It is thus evident that the 
decline of the national death-rate is due to a decline of the death-rate in 
all the mainland groups of registration districts, and that the decline is 
greatest in the Principal and Large Town Districts. 

In the divisions of the counties the death-rate for the year ranged 
from 16°6 in the South-Western, to 15:0 in the West-Midland. In the 
Northern it was 16°5; in the North-Western 16:1; in the East-Midland 
15-7 ; in the Southern 15:7; in the South-Kastern 15-4; and in the North- 
Kastern 15°1. In the Northern Division the death-rate was higher this 
year than what it was in 1904, in all the other divisions it was lower than 
in that year, the largest diminutions being in the Southern, where the rate 
is 1:4 less than in the previous year, and in the South-Western, where it 
is 1:2 less than in that year. 

Of the 74,526 deaths registered during the year, 37,215 were of males, 
and 37,311 of females, the proportion of male deaths to female deaths being 
as 99°7 to 100. The death-rate per thousand of the estimated male 
population was 16°3, and of the female population 15°6. Compared to last 
year’s returns the deaths of males are 1653 fewer, of females 1782 tewer, 
and the death-rate of the male population 0:9 less, and of the female 
population also 0°9 less. , 

The death-rate for the first quarter of the year was 18°1, for the second 
quarter 16-1, for the third quarter 13:9, and for the fourth quarter 15-7. 
The death-rate for the first quarter was, as usual, the highest, and that for 
the third quarter the lowest. The death-rate for the first quarter is lower 
than that of all previous first quarters, that of 1896 excepted, the death- 
rates for the second, third, and fourth quarters are each the lowest 
recorded. The death-rate for the first quarter is 2°4 less than the mean of 
the death-rates for the first quarter of the last ten years; that of the second 
quarter 1:8 less than the corresponding mean; that of the third quarter 
1:8 less; and that of the fourth quarter 14 less. 

The daily average number of deaths during the year was 204. The 
daily average was highest in January, 242, and lowest in September, 172. 
In February it was 2380; in March, 222; in May, 216; in November, 212; 
in April, 209; in December, 202; in June, 1938; in October, 190; in 
July, 182; and in August, 181. 


MARRIAGES. 


_ The number of marriages registered during the year was 31,243, a 

number which is 1010 fewer than in 1904, and smaller than that of any 
year since 1897. It is 275 less than the annual mean of the number 
registered during the last ten years. Of these marriages 16,611 were 
registered in the Principal Town Districts; 4101 in the Large Town 
Districts ; 5827 in the Small Town Districts; 4354 in the Mainland-Rural 
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Districts ; and 350 in the Insular-Rural Districts. ‘The number registered 
in the Principal Town Districts was 299 fewer than in the previous year ; 
the number in the Large Town Districts, 166 fewer; in the Small Town 
Districts, 244 fewer; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 249 fewer; and in 
the Insular-Rural Districts, 52 fewer than in that year. 

The marriage-rate per thousand of the estimated population for the — 
year was 6°681; this rate is 0°289 less than that for 1904, less than that — 
for any year since 1894, and 0°457 less than the mean of the rates for the 
last ten years. The marriage-rate in the groups of registration districts 
ranged from 7:9 in the Principal Town Districts, to 3:1 in the Insular- 
Rural Districts. In the Large Town Districts it was 6°8; in the Small | 
Town Districts, 6°2; and in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 4°7. In the | 
Insular-Rural Districts the rate is 0°4 less than what it was in 1904,in each | 
of the other groups it is 0°3 less than in that year. In the divisions of 
the counties the marriage-rate ranged from 7:2 in the South-Western and 
South-Hastern, to 4:4 in the Northern. In the East-Midland it was 6°5; 
in the North-Eastern, 6:3; in the Southern, 6:1; in the West-Midland, 
5°53; and in the North-Western, 45. In the North-Western Division this 
rate is slightly more than in the previous year, in each of the other divisions 
it is less than in that year. 

The average number of marriages registered daily throughout the 
year was 86. The daily average in a month ranged from 150 in June, to 
38 in May. In July the daily average of marriages was 181; in Decem- 
_ ber, 129; in January, 114; in April, 82; in September, 72; in October, 
69; in November, 64; in August, 63; in February, 61; and in March, 52. 


IL—BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES w EIGHT 
or THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS or SCOTLAND. 


The following remarks refer to the births, deaths, and marriages in 
eight of the Principal Towns, viz.:—Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth. The information on which the 
statements are founded is compiled from returns furnished weekly by the 
registrars of these towns. Corresponding information regarding the 
remaining registration districts of Scotland is not yet available, but when 
procured will be incorporated in the Detailed Report, which deals with the © 
births, deaths, and marriages of the year. As fully 37 per cent. of the 
population of Scotland live in these eight towns, it may be assumed that 
the conditions observed in them fairly well indicate those in Scotland. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


Births registered in these eight towns during the year numbered 
49,318, and as the estimated population of the towns is 1,749,917, the 
annual birth-rate per thousand is 28:2. The number of births is 335 less 
than that registered in the previous year, and the birth-rate is 0°6 less than 
"in that year. The birth-rate is the lowest yet recorded for these towns, 
and it is 2°3 less than the mean of the rates for the previous ten years. 
The birth-rate of these towns from 1856 to 1884 exceeded 35 per thousand, 
from 1885 to 1900 it ranged between 30 and 35, from 1901 to 1903 it was 
between 29 and 30, since 1904 it has been below 29. 
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The highest birth-rate for the year was in Greenock, 30°5, and the 
lowest in Edinburgh, 23:0. In Glasgow it was 30:0; in Leith, 29°7; in 
Aberdeen, 29:2; in Dundee, 28:0; in Paisley, 27°7; and in Perth, 24:0. 
In Glasgow the birth-rate is 1-0 less than in 1904; in Edinburgh it is 0:4 
less; in Aberdeen, 0°6 less; and in Paisley, 1-4 less; while in Dundee it 
is 0'4 more, in Leith 0°3 more, in Greenock 0:4 more, and in Perth 0:1 more 
than in that year. 

Of the 49,313 births registered in these eight towns, 8487, or 7:1 per 
cent., were illegitimate. These illegitimate births are 69 more than in the

previous year, and the percentage of the total births in these towns to be 
illegitimate is 0°2 more than in that year. Like the illegitimacy rate for 
Scotland the illegitimacy rate of these eight towns has for many years been 
a decreasing quantity, but has for the last two years shown some increase. 
From 1861 to 1873 this rate was over 9 per cent., from 1874 to 1888 it was 
between 8 and 9 per cent., from 1889 to 1897 (1894 excepted) it was be- 
tween 7 and 8, from 1898 to 1904 it was less than 7 per cent., while this 
year, for the first time since 1897, it is over 7 per cent. The lowest rates 
for these towns were recorded in 1894, 1899, 1901, 1902, and 1903, in all 
of those years the rate being 6°6 per cent. The illegitimate rate for the 
year was highest in Dundee, 9:0 per cent., and lowest in Paisiey and Leith, 
in both of which towns it was 4°6. In Aberdeen it was 8°7 ; in Edinburgh, 
76; in Glasgow, 6°9; in Perth, 6°3; and in Greenock, 4:9. 


DEATHS IN EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


The number of deaths registered in these eight towns was 29,967, a 
number which is 1802 fewer than in the previous year, smaller than in any 
year since 1896, and 2118 less than the annual mean number of births 
registered in them during the last ten years. 

Of these towns Greenock had the highest death-rate for the year, 18°8, 
and Leith the lowest, 13-9. . In Dundee the death-rate was 18°0; in Glas- 
gow, 17°9; in Perth, 17:1; in Aberdeen, 16:2; in Edinburgh, 16°71; and 
in Paisley, 16:1. In Greenock the death-rate was 1:0 higher than in 1904, — 
in the other towns it was less. In Glasgow it was 1-4 less, in Edinburgh, 
0:5 less, in Dundee, 2°2 less, in Aberdeen, 1°6 less, in Paisley, 2°7 less, in 
Leith, 0°8 less, and in Perth, 1:0 less. In Glasgow the death-rate was 3:0 
less than the mean of the death-rates for the last ten years; in Edinburgh ~ 
it was 2°5 less than that mean; in Dundee, 24 less; in Aberdeen, 2:1 less; 
in Paisley, 3°4 less; in Leith, 3°5 less ; in Greenock, 0°6 less; and in Perth, 
1°9 less.

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If the recorded death-rates of these towns are corrected,* that is, if 
allowance is made for the different age and sex distribution of their popu- 
lations, it is found that the highest death-rates are in Glasgow and 
Greenock, in both of which towns it is 19°8, and the lowest in Leith, 14:8. 
In Dundee the corrected death-rate is 19-0; in Perth, 17-2; in Edinburgh, 
16°9; in Paisley, 16°8; and in Aberdeen, 16:1. 

Deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 10,479. The 
estimated number of children in these towns, of less than five years, is 
201,809. The death-rate of children under five in these towns was thus 
51°9 per thousand. This rate is 6°0 less than that in 1904. This rate was 
for the year highest in Glasgow, 57°7, and lowest in Leith, 35:1. In 
Greenock it was 57°4; in Dundee, 51:°4; in Edinburgh, 46°6; in Perth, 
46°3; in Paisley, 45°7; and in Aberdeen, 43°9. Compared to the corres- 
ponding rates for the previous year, those of Greenock and Perth are higher, 
that of Edinburgh is of the same amount, while those of the remaining 
towns are smaller. Deaths under five during the year constituted 35:0 per 
cent. of the total deaths; in the previous year they constituted 36:3 per

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cent. The highest proportion of the total deaths found to be under five 
during the year was in Glasgow, 38°6, and the smallest in Perth, 27-4. 

Deaths in these towns of children of less than one year old numbered 
6375, and constituted 21:3 per cent. of the total deaths. That proportion 
was highest in Aberdeen, 25:2, and lowest in Perth, 15°9. In Glasgow it 
was 22°1; in Leith, 21:2; in Dundee, 20°7; in Paisley, 20:0; in Edin- 
burgh, 18°9; and in Greenock, 18:9. : 

The infantile mortality per thousand births in these towns for the 
year was 129. This rate was highest in Aberdeen, 140, and lowest in 
Leith, 100. In Dundee it was 133; in Edinburgh, 133; in Glasgow, 131 ; 
in Paisley, 116; in Greenock, 116; and in Perth, 115. This rate, for the 
eight towns combined, is 14 less than the corresponding rate for the 
previous year; in Glasgow it is 15 less; in Dundee, 41 less; in Aberdeen, 
11 less; in Paisley, 20 less; in Leith, 21 less; in Greenock, 7 less; in 
Perth, 13 less; but in Edinburgh 2 more than in that year. 

To the principal epidemic diseases, namely smallpox, measles, scarlet 
fever, influenza, hooping-cough, diphtheria, and “fevers,” 2670 deaths in 
these towns were ascribed. This is equivalent to an annual death-rate from 
these causes of 153 per 100,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 
3 smaller than that of last year, but the actual number of deaths is 3 more 
than in that year. The death-rate from these causes was for the year 
highest in Greenock, 245, and lowest in Leith, 70. In Glasgow it was 188 ; 
in Perth, 177; in Paisley, 145; in Dundee, 131; in Edinburgh, 119; and 
in Aberdeen, 81. Compared - to last year’s return this rate was Reta in 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Greenock and Perth, and lower in Dundee, Aberdeen, 
Paisley and Leith. Of the diseases included in this group hooping-cough 
was, as is usual, the most frequent cause of death; of the total deaths in 
this group 1023, or 38 per cent., were due to that disease. 

There was only one death from small- -pox registered in these towns 
during the year; it was in Glasgow. 

Deaths from measles numbered 891, the death-rate from it amounting 
to 51 per 100,000, a rate which is 11 higher than in 1904. This rate was 
highest in Greenock, 80, and lowest in Leith, 12. In Glasgow it was 70; © 
in Perth, 56; in Dundee, 53; in Edinburgh, 31; in Paisley, 21; and in 
Aberdeen, 19.

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Scarlet fever was the cause of 102 deaths, the equivalent death-rate 
being 6 per 100,000, a rate which is 1 less than the corresponding rate last 
year. ‘The death-rate from scarlet fever was highest in Greenock, 32, and 
lowest in Perth, 3. In Aberdeen it was 7; in Leith, 6; in Glasgow, 5; in 
Edinburgh, 5; in Dundee, 5; and in Paisley, 4. 

Influenza was the cause of 234 deaths, the equivalent death-rate per 
100,000 being 13. These deaths are 65 more than in the previous year, 
and the death rate 3 higher. The death-rate from this cause was highest 
in Perth, 23, and lowest in Greenock, 4. In Paisley it was 21; in Aber- 
deen, 19; in Edinburgh, 17; in Glasgow, 11; in Dundee, 11; andi in Leith, 10. 

Hooping-cough was the cause of 1023 deaths, a number which is 175 
less than that recorded last year, and equivalent to a death-rate from that 
cause of 09 per 100,000. The death-rate from hooping-cough was highest 
in Glasgow, 79, and lowest in Aberdeen, 20. In Greenock it was 76; in 
Paisley, 74; in Perth, 71; in Edinburgh, 38; in Dundee, 88; and in 
Leith, 31. 

Diphtheria was the cause of 251 deaths in these eight towns during 
the year. The death-rate from it was 14 per 100,000, a rate which is 2 
higher than in the previous year. The death-rate from this cause was

in Perth, 21; in Dundee, 16; in Glasgow, 14; in Paisley, 9; and in 
Aberdeen, 5. 

Typhus fever was the ascribed cause of 33 deaths; of these 14 were 
in Glasgow, 1 in Edinburgh, 2 in Dundee, 14 in Aberdeen, and 1 each in 
Leith and Greenock. Deaths from this cause last year numbered 6. The 
death-rate from this cause in Aberdeen was 9 per 100,000, and in Glasgow, 
2 per 100,000. 

Enteric fever was the cause of 134 deaths, a number which is 44 
fewer than than that of last year, and equivalent to a death-rate of 
8 per 100,000. This death-rate was highest in Greenock, 30, and lowest 
in Aberdeen, 2. In Paisley it was 16; in Glasgow, 7; in Dundee, 7; 
in Edinburgh, 6; in Leith, 6; and in Perth, 3. 

Diarrhceas and infective enteritis were the cause of 493 deaths, a 
number which is 177 less than in 1904, and equals a death-rate of 28 per 
100,000. This death-rate was highest in Dundee, 38, and lowest in Perth, 
9. In Leith it was 36; in Glasgow, 30; in Paisley, 30; in Aberdeen, 29; 
in Greenock, 27; and in Edinburgh, 19.

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‘To tuberculous diseases 3958 deaths were ascribed; of them 2574 
were from phthisis. These deaths from tuberculous diseases are 213 
fewer than in 1904, and equivalent to an annual death-rate of 228 per 
100,000. This rate was highest in Dundee, 259, and lowest in Aberdeen, 
186. In Paisley the death-rate from these diseases was 248; in Greenock, 
238; in Glasgow, 234; in Leith, 225; in Edinburgh, 213; and in Perth, 198. 

Malignant diseases were the cause of 1625 deaths in these towns 
during the year; this number is 6 fewer than recorded last year, and is 
equivalent to.a death-rate of 93 per 100,000. Of these 1625 deaths, 822 
were ascribed to carcinoma, 110 to sarcoma, and 693 to cancers not 
otherwise defined. The death-rate from these causes for the year was 
highest in Edinburgh, 129, and lowest in Paisley, 59. In Dundee it was 
120; in Perth, 103; in Aberdeen, 98; in Glasgow, 80; in Leith, 80; 
and in Greenock, 64. 

Pneumonia was the cause of 3013 deaths, a number which is 99 
fewer than in last year, and is equal to a death-rate of 173 per 100,000. 
This rate was highest in Glasgow, 212, and lowest in Perth, 115.- In 
Greenock it was 202; in Dundee, 158; in Aberdeen, 143; in Leith, 
133; in Edinburgh, 126; and in Paisley, 119.

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Bronchitis was the ascribed cause of death in 2162 cases, a number 
which is 404 less than last year, and equal to a mortality "of £124 per 
100,000. The death-rate from this cause was highest in Paisley, 145, and 
lowest in Edinburgh, 92. In Dundee it was 143; in Glasgow, 135; in 
Aberdeen, 1381; in Perth, 115; in Greenock, 109; and in Leith, 98. 


Deaths from causes which were ill-defined or not specified numbered ~ 


1869, this is 558 fewer than in the previous year. These deaths include 
733 from atrophy and debility; 842 from old age; 24 from dropsy ; 
37 from tumour; 45 from abscess; 12 from hemorrhage; 33 from sudden 
death, the cause of which was not ascertained; 2 from other ill-defined 
causes; and 141 where no cause was specified. 

During the year in these towns the deaths of 102 persons aged 90 or 
more were recorded. Of these, 21 were males and 81 females. The oldest 
was a retired leather factor aged 101. 

Deaths from violent causes numbered 1270; this is 58 more than in 
the previous year, and equivalent to a mortality of 73 per 100,000. This 
death-rate for the year was highest in Leith, 85, and lowest in Aberdeen, 
44. In Glasgow it was 84; in Greenock, 80; in Perth, 80; in Edinburgh, 
65; in Dundee, 64; and in Paisley, 59. These deaths include 182 — 
from burning, 128 from drowning, 123 by suffocation, 50 from overlaying, 
52 from falls, 48 from poisons and poisonous vapours, 40 from accidents 
with vehicles and horses, and 546 from other causes or unstated causes. 
These 1270 deaths include 11 registered as homicidal, 89 as suicidal, and 
1 by execution. 


MARRIAGES IN EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


The number of marriages registered in these eight towns during the 
year was 14,454. These are 360 fewer than in the previous year, 193 
fewer than the average number registered during the last ten years, and a 
smaller number than that registered in any one year since 1896. The 
marriage-rate per 1000 of the estimated population is 8°3, a rate which is 
0:3 less than that for the previous year, 0°8 less than the mean of the rates 
for the last ten years, and a smaller rate than any since 1895. The mar- 
riage-rate for the year was highest in Perth, 8:8, and lowest in Leith, 6°38. 
In Edinburgh it was 8°7 ; in Glasgow, 8°6; in Aberdeen, 8°2; in Dundee, 
7°8; in Greenock, 7:4; and in Paisley, 6°7. The marriage-rate in Glasgow 
is 0°4 less than in 1904; in Edinburgh of the same amount; in Dundee, 
2 less; in Aberdeen, 1:0 less; in Paisley, 0:4 less; in Leith, 0:2 less; in 
Greenock, 0:2 more; and in Perth, 0°4 less. 


IIT.—_WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The remarks made in this section regarding the weather of the year 
are based on notes made by Dr. Buchan of the Scottish Meteorological — 
Society, and which were published inthe Monthly and Quarterly Reports 
of the Registrar-General. , 

The year 1905 was characterised by a mean temperature somewhat 
above the average mean temperature of the last twenty years, and a 
rainfall less than the average of that period. The mean of the mean 
temperatures of the last twenty years is 46:2 degrees Fahrenheit, the mean 
temperature of this year is 46°7. The mean of the rainfalls of the last 
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twenty years is 38°22 inches, the rainfall of this year is 35°68. The mean 
temperature of the year is thus 0°5 degrees above the average of the last 
twenty years, and the rainfall 2°54 inches less than the average of that 
period. 

Compared to the corresponding returns of the previous year the 
temperature of this year is 0°4 degrees more, and the rainfall 0°69 inch less. 

These conditions, a slightly high mean temperature and a compara- 
tively small rainfall, have been accompanied by an unusually low death- 
rate, in fact by the lowest death-rate yet recorded in these reports, and 
not only i is the general death-rate for the country low, but so is the death- 
rate of each of the groups of registration districts, that of the small Insular- 
Rural group of districts excepted. The death-rate of the eight towns 
specially dealt with in this report is also a very low one. Compared to 
the returns of the previous year the death-rate of this year is 0°9 less; that 
of the Principal Town Districts, 1°3 less; that of the Large Town Districts, 
1:0 less; that of the Small Town Districts, 0°6 less; that of the Mainland- 
Rural Districts, 0°5 less; while that of the Insular-Rural Districts is 0°6 
more. The death-rate of the eight towns is 1:3 less than in the previous 
year. : 
A comparison of the number of deaths from selected diseases, and 
eroups of diseases in the eight towns during the year, with the corres- 
ponding returns of the previous year, shows that deaths from the following 
are more—measles, influenza, diphtheria, typhus fever, and liver diseases ; 
while those from the following are fewer, small-pox, scarlet fever, hooping- 
cough, enteric fever, diarrhceas, pneumonia, tuberculous diseases, phthisis, 
cancer, developmental diseases of children, inflammations of the brain, 
convulsions, apoplexies, bronchitis, Bright’s disease, and old age. But 
most of these differences were slight, and there are no reasons for ascribing 
them to weather conditions. 

The following are notes on the weather of each month. - Some details 
of the total deaths and deaths from selected diseases are given in Tables 
XU, XTV., XV., XVI, XVIL, and XVIII.

The number of living children whose births were registered in Scot- 
land during the year ending 31st December, 1904, was 132,663. Of these, 
111,575 have been reported to the registrars as having been successfully 
vaccinated, 2842 as having had their vaccination postponed, 1360 as 
insusceptible, 12,951 as having died before vaccination, while 3935 are 


unaccounted for.

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The number reported as vaccinated, 111,575, amounts to 841 per cent. 
of the total births, 93-2 per cent. of children living at the time when they 
should have been vaccinated, and 96:4 per cent. of children who were alive 
at the time they should have been vaccinated and who are accounted for. 
The percentage of the total births vaccinated is 0°9 less than that for the 
previous year, and 0-4 less than the mean of these percentages for the last 
ten years. The percentage of children alive at the time when they should 
have been vaccinated and who were vaccinated is 0°8 less than in the 
previous year, and 0°6 less than the mean of these percentages for the last 
ten years. : 

The number reported as dead before vaccination, 12,951, amounts to 
9°8 per cent. of the total births, a proportion which is 0°3 more than that of 
the previous year, but 01 less than the mean of these proportions of the 
last ten years. 

The number of children whose vaccinations were postponed for reasons 
of ill-health was 2842; these constitute 2:1 per cent. of the total children, 
and 2:4 per cent. of the children surviving at the time for vaccination. 
These children number 285 more than in the previous year, and 75 more 
than the mean of the numbers of such during the last ten years. The pro- 
portion of the total children to be in this class is 0:2 more than in the 
previous year, but is the same as the mean of the proportions of the last ten 
years. ‘lhe proportion of these children to the number of surviving children 
is 0°3 more than in the previous year; but the same as the mean for the 
last ten years. |

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is 428 more than in the previous year, and 437 more than the average number 
during the last ten years. Of these 1360 cases, 550 were reported to be due 
to constitutional insusceptibility, 2 to having had small-pox, and 808 to 
having been previously vaccinated. The number insusceptible from having 
had small-pox is 8 fewer than in the previous year, and the number 
insusceptible from previous vaccination is 261 more than in that year. 

The number of cases reported as constitutionally insusceptible is 550, 
which is 175, or 47 per cent., more than the corresponding number last 
year, and amounts to 0-459 per cent. of the total number of surviving 
children; the corresponding rate for the previous year being 0°310. As 
pointed out in last year’s report, the number of these insusceptibles varies 
widely in the different registration districts. The insusceptibles in the. 
whole country amount to 1 in 243. Comparing the eight principal towns, it 
is found that there is 1 insusceptible in Aberdeen in each 1628 children, in 
Perth in 270, in Greenock in 262, in Leith in 236, in Glasgow in 201, in 
Edinburgh in 150, in Paisley in 144, and in Dundee in 90. In the follow- 
ing registration districts some of the highest rates of all are found :—Dun- 
rossness, 1in 11; Strathy, 1 in 16; Southern Gairloch, 1in 16; North 
Harris, 1 in 40; Gourock, 1 in 54; Kilbarchan, 1 in 22; in Dumfries, 1 in 
58; and in Kirkmaiden, 1 in 14.

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ness, Nairn, and Roxburgh, and that there was only 1 insusceptible in each 
of the counties of Bute, Berwick, and Peebles. 

The number of children reported to have removed from their registra- 
tion districts or otherwise unaccounted for was 3935, which is 129 more 
than in the previous year, and 403 more than the average number during 
the last ten years. These children amount to 3 per cent. of the total 
children born, and to 3°3 per cent. of the surviving children. 

Deaths from small-pox during the year 1903, the last year for which 
complete information is now available, was 41; of them, 20 had been vac- 
cinated, 12 had not been vaccinatedy while a 9 cases vaccination was 
doubtful. Inferring from the average number of children vaccinated that 
about 94 per cent. of the population is vaccinated, these figures may be 
taken as indicating that the death-rate among the unvaccinated is nearly 
fourteen times as great as it is among the vaccinated.
